The question arise, 
as to whether American prestige in the world will not lose more ground 
than ever be conquered by the rebels in Guatemala, the paper concludes. 

Writing in the socialist "Artolter Zaituag" of June 25 fi hie f 
Editor, Or scar Poliak, says that the current "rebellion" in Quateaala 1.
